However,  a majority  of  the  27,500 
students  at  the  campus,  one  of  the 
nation's  largest,  ignored  picket 
lines  and  sloshed  through  the  rain 
to  classes.  Strike  leaders,  some 
of  them  non-students,  predicted  the 
absentee  total  would  reach  9.000. 

The  campus  newspaper.  The

Some  determination  and  a bit  of 
technique  learned  in  a BYU  mar- 
keting class— that’s  what  added  up 
to  a start  in  the  record  industry 
for  BYU  alumnus  P.  Karl  Bnge- 
mann. 

Karl,  who  graduated  fnmi  BYU 
in  1958  with  a degree  in  business 
management,  got  his  first  job  in 
Hollywood  with  Warner  Brothers 
by  just  those  two  things. 

“ I can  remember  I had  a 
chance  for  other  jobs— but  I want- 
ed to  get  into  the  record  industry," 
he  told  us  in  his  office  on  the  11th 
floor  of  the  (Capitol  Reconls  Build- 
ings last  week. 

APPLIED  EVERYWHERE 

"I  applied  at  all  the  major  com- 
paoies-^lumbia,  Capitol,  Mer- 
cury—but  they  all  said  the  same 
thing— they  wanted  someone  wiih 
more  experience.” 

Karl  Engemann  then  heard  about 
a new  record  company  that  was 
jusi  starting— Warner  Brothers.  He 
approached  the  president  about  a 
j<k).  but  got  the  same  answer. 

But  this  didn’t  daunt  the  then- 
recent  BYU  graduate.  ‘‘I  toW  him 
if  he’s  merely  match  the  $40  I was 
getting  in  unemployment  checks, 
I'd  go  to  work  for  him  at  that 
wage— just  to  prove  myself.” 

The  Warner  executive  was  a lit- 
tle taken  aback  by  this  offer,  and 
told  .Mr.  Engemann  to  come  back 
in  two  weeks  and  see  him  again. 

WENT  TO  WORK 

In  the  meantime,  he  put  his  mar- 
keting research  techitiques  to  work 
and  made  up  a set  of  questions 
that  he  thought  someone  jus<  start- 
ing a record  company  should  ask. 


He  tO(A  the  questionnaire  around 
.0  distributors,  other  people  in  the 
industr>',  everj'one  a record  comp- 
any would  have  to  work  wl.h.  11)00 
he  quietly  dropped  the  finished  sur- 
vey off  at  the  Warner  president’s' 
desk  and  returned  a later. 

"He  took  me  right  into  his  of- 
fice,” Karl  recalled,  “and  told  me 
he'd  be  glad  to  have  a person  like 
me  working  for  him.  Ami  he  said 
he’d  give  me  $85  a week  instead 
of  $40.” 

From  (his  interesting  start,  he 
became  an  A and  R (artist  and  re- 
peloire)  man  with  Warner  Bros. 
I NN’hen  he  produced  Kookie.  Kookie. 
Lend  Me  Your  0)mb.”  with  Edd 
Brynes  and  ”16  Reasems”  with 
C'Kime  Francis;  and  both  hits  soar- 
ed up  to  become  number  one  and 
number  three  records  across  the 
country,  his  career  really  started 
to  boom. 

In  .March.  1960  he  joinc'd  Capitol 
Records  as  a productor,  and  a cou- 
ple of  years  later  had  the  opport- 
unity to  go  into  the  executive  train- 
ing program  at  Capitol. 

A & R DIRECTOR 

He  is  now  directm*  of  all  A & R 
with  Capitol,  and  works  directly 
under  the  Vice-President  of  A & R 
and  Art  and  Publicity.  In  addition 
' to  these  chores,  he  p«*sonally  han- 
dles all  the  work  of  The  Beach 
Boys  for  Capitol. 

“That  isn’t  too  hard  though,” 
he  explained.  “Because  Brian  Wil- 
son does  all  their  producing  and 
arrangement  work  himself.” 

How  did  he  first  get  his  interest 
in  music  and  recording?  Bmm  in 
.Ann  Arbor.  Midi..  Karl  first  came 
to  BYU  in  the  Fall  of  1953.  And 
soon  met  the  girl  who  would  be- 
come his  wife— Gerri  Hockstrasser. 

He  and  Gerri  and  his  brother  Bob 
formed  the  Engmann  trio  and
